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Raising Judicial Salaries 


Not even the most avid advocate of 
governmental economy will find fault 


with yesterday’s action of the Fulton. 


County Commission, raising the remu- 
neration of our ,seven Superior Court 
Judges from $10,000 to $12,000 annually. 


The need for capable persons on the 
bench was never greater than at present. 
Nor was the lure of private practice ever 
more attractive. Without exception, the 
seven able judges who occupy Fulton Su- 
perior Court positions could make several 


times over even the remuneration pro- . 


vided under the new scale. 


It will be recalled that the salary for 
these positions was $12,000 annually in 


the predepression days. At that time the 
State paid only $5,000 of this, as compared 
to $6,000 at present. Thus, even under 
the new scale the county is still supple- 
menting their salaries to a smaller extent 
than previously. 

In short, there is every reason why the 
county should have raised the salaries of 
its Superior Court Judges. Their remu- 
neration will still be far from commen- 
surate with their. responsibility, but at 
least we have indicated that we are not 
unaware of their sacrifice. 

We congratulate the Commission on its 
action and the Atlanta Bar Association for 
its good work in calling attention to the 
need. 


Ain Honest Report on Schools

Admittedly, in the past, Atlanta and 
the South have failed to do what’ should 
have been done. But the report shows 
that everything humanly possible is being 
done. The accumulated errors of many 
years cannot be swept away overnight. 

We believe the Negro citizen is aware 
of that fact. Leadership supplied by the 
so-called National Progressive Voters’ 
League, which has lacked the ordinary 
manners to be expected from any respect- 
able person of whatever race, obviously 
has been advised by some of the Wallace 
party managers to “create trouble.” They 
have sought, led by a minister who pro- 
claimed he was not a minister but a poli- 
tician, to create a public row for the pub- 
licity benefits which might ensue. All 
that builds no school buildings. The Ur- 
ban League, by insistent but logical argu- 
ment, has done the best job and will con- 
tinue to do so. 

The report proves without any argu- 
ment that buildings have been begun; 
that the bottleneck for 25 years—lack of 
a bond issue has not been able to succeed 
as planned in 1946 when that bottleneck 
Was removed, because of doubled con- 
struction costs. Yet, the report speaks for 
itself. And it speaks with an honesty any 
fair-minded person roust admit. In sum- 
ming up, the Board said: 

“The Board has no policy for Negro 
schools separate or different from that for 
white schools. It has only one policy, 
namely, to furnish to all school children 
the best schools good administration and 
the available funds will allow. The Board 
finds some difficulty in comprehending 
the viewpoint of a few persons who give 
no evidence of wishing to recognize what 
has been done. 

“The petition mentions lack of kinder- 
gartens, libraries, auditoriums, cafeterias 
apd gymnasiums. Four Negro schools have 
kindergartens. Others will be added when 
space permits so that all elementary 
schools will have kindergartens. To add 
them now would intensify the crowded 
condition of which the petitioners com- 
plain. Cafeterias have been expanded 
three times since 1944. All high schools, 
Negro and white, have accredited libra- 


ries. As to gymnasiums and auditoriums, 
these were planned for the new construc- 
tions at Murphy High (white) and for 
Washington High (Negro), but had to be 
eliminated for the present on account of 
increased costs. A gymnasium-auditorium 
is being added at Howard High. Audito- 
riums are planned in those white and 
Negro schools now lacking them to the 
extent that available funds permit. 

“The Board calls attention to the fol- 
lowing recent developments in Negro 
schools: (a) One hundred sixty additional 
teachers have been employed since Sep- 
tember, 1943; (b) Money paid to Negro 
teachers has increased 121 percent, the 
pay roll for Negro teachers’ salaries, for 
this fiscal year, will exceed $1,000,000; 
(c) the teacher load in the Negro high 
schools is now 30.9 pupils per period 
teacher, which complies with the South- 
ern Association standard; (d) teachers of 
double session in the elementary schools 
have been more than halved (only 8 per- 
cent of colored teachers on double ses- 
sion); (e) where there was only one vis- 
iting teacher, there are now 11; (f) each 
high school has a comprehensive program; 
(g) the entire curriculum has been mod- 
ernized; (h) in 1945 there were no clerks 
in Negro elementary schools. Now each 
school has clerical service; (i) attention 
is called to the improved program of night 
schools; Summer schools, nurses apd 
health program, professional work shop, 
in service training for teachers, athletic 
programs, band programs and the like; 
(j) the Carver Vocational School we be- 
lieve to be the best equipped school in 
the South; and (k) where prior to 1947 
there was only one senior high school for 
Negroes, there are now two plus the vo- 
cational school. 

“6. The petition makes specific refer- 
ence to the Kingsbery School. It is true 
that the racial composition of the area 
near this school is changing. The rate of 
change has accelerated greatly in recent 
months. However, in September, 1948, 
665 white children enrolled in this school. 
The Board is charged with a responsibility 
of furnishing schools to both white and 
Negro children, and it cannot surrender 
to any group control of its judgment as 
to the specific means it adopts of dis- 
charging its responsibility.” 

We submit it is an honest reply by 
honest persons honestly trying to do what 
needs to be done, not denying that need 
still exists, but planning to eliminate it.

When I came 
back from Palestine in 1936 and wrote a series of articles on what 
I had seen down there, he awrote a nice note saying he liked them. 


But I never did go. I guess I have been a little jealous of the 
guy ever since he married Eleanor Holm. Eleanor Holm once sat 
on my lap (yeah, I know, but I had more lap in those days) for 
about 30 seconds. But, for years after that I wouldn’t let anyone 
else sit in my lap. I explained it to Red and she said it was all 
right with her. She didn’t want to, and so the “keep off” sign I 
put there wasn’t disturbed. Maybe I’d better say I would not 
have let anybody sit on my lap for years after that.

This country needs more than anything else 
millions of tons of scrap iron, if it is to have 
the steel to go into the automobiles and the other 
widgets now on the long-time waiting lists. 
Shot-un Germany seems to have more scrap than 
anybody. Every time one of our bombs dropped 
in Naziland, it added to the stock. 


Now, three years after war’s end, there’s 
something like 18,000,000 tons of smashed 
steel in piles all over Germany. Why it 
hasn't been brought over here sooner is 
what the committee of Rep. W. Gingsland 
Macy, of New York, is trying to find out. 


Some of our Government bigwigs want to get 
going On a new committee to look into this. 
Others hope to establish a new corporation to 
get the job done. And that brings us to the 
good ship Rena, soon to sail for Baltimore with 
almost the first load of Germany’s scrap iron. 

Denis W. Cronin, President of the Mohawk 
Iron and Steel Corporation, of New York, had 
his troubles getting the job done, mostly be- 
cause he couldn’t find a stout enoygh pair of 
scissors to cut our Government’s red tape. 

Cronin was a tall and serious-minded witness 
who almost moaned when he told about the 
agonizing slowness of our Federal hotshots in 
trying to make up their minds. 

Nine months ago, he said, he started buying 
scrap iron in Germany, signing documents in 
sextuplete at every turn. Then he had to barn- 
storm through Belgium. and France, buying up 
oxygen-cutting apparatus to snip his iron down 
to size. Getting the machinery into Germany 
was another of his headaches wfth officialdom, 
which perhaps we'd better skip here. 

Next he hired a German contractor to do the 


weren’t getting enough to eat. They were too 
weak to handle the ironware; Cronin had to 
fatten them up. This meant giving them an 
extra meal every day. Getting permission for 
that from the agencies involved still makes him 
shudder. 

The workers had no shoes, no leather gloves, 
no wool clothes. Cronin scrounged these from the 
Army’s surplus supplies; then he had to buy 
tractors, cranes and trucks to haul the scrap. 
More requisitions, arguments and name-signings. 

He got his old iron to Hamburg, which hap- 
pens to be in the British Zone. The Britons 
said they were sorry but the port was too busy 
for him to monopolize a dock with his scrap 
business. Getting them to change their minds 
took some more fantastic doings, but after nine 
months of working, worrying and arguing with 
everybody in Germany, Cronin was ready to go, 


“All he needed was a boat. Here he 
sighed in relief. This was easy. There were 
plenty of ships, whose skippers were delight- 
ed to haul his scrap to the U. S. A., and 
here pick up cargoes of coal destined for 
Germany. 


So the Rena is loading now. Cronin has other | 


ships about to take on more cargoes. Other 
scrap dealers are working as hard, and with luck 
they hope to bring over about 2,000,000 tons in 
the next 12 months. 

Unless the Government in its wisdom, that 
is, decides to set up a new corporation to buy 
Germany’s old steel. That would be the end for 
Cronin. It would mean a new batch of offi- 
cials to argue with and he simply doesn’t think 
he could take it.

The Texas Senatorial Race Is Boiling 


HOUSTON, Tex.—Texas is boiling up for a Senatorial election contest that very well may put 
Stevenson, Lorimer, Newberry, Vare and Bilbo all in the shade. The immediate manifestation is a 
campaign for Jack Porter, the Republican nominee for the U. S. Senate such as has been put up south | 
of the Mason and Dixon Line for no other man bearing the Republican label since the surrender | 


of Appomattox. 

Few people here believe Porter can win but 
his backers aim at least to place him close enough 
to stimulate a Senate dominated by Republicans 
and Dixiecrats to refuse to seat Lyndon Johnson, 
the New Dealish and Truman-supporting Demo- 
eratic nominee. 


The fight for Porter took fire when Coke 
Stevenson, who lost out to Johnson by a 
margin of 87 votes in a total of nearly 
1,000,000 cast in the Democratic Primary, 
deciared his support of Porter, whom he 
characterized as a better Democrat than 
Johnson. 


Stevenson previously had failed in an attempt 
to nullify Johnson’s nomination on the ground of 
election fraud when Associate Justice Hugo Black 
of the Supreme Court reversed a lower Federal 
Court decision which would have kept Johnson 
off the November ballot. 

Many of the county managers of the Steven- 
son primary campaign now are performing the 
same function for Porter, all of them emphasiz- 
ing that Porter was a lifelong Democrat until 
he bolted in 1940 in protest against the third- 
term nomination of President Roosevelt. 

Republican national leaders have been sold 
on the Texas Senatorial hope to the extent that 
they are rushing in first-line speakers. Harold 
Stassen appeared in behalf of Porter at Amarillo 
Friday and Senators Taft and Bricker of Ohio 
are coming this week. Governor Warren will fly 
in for a speech at Fort Worth October 21. An 
urgent appeal for Governor Dewey to come to 
Texas so far has failed, as have all other efforts 
to bring him into the South. 

The State’s Rights Party of Thurmond and 
Wright, which is concentrating a host of its best 
orators in Texas, has not formally endorsed 
Porter for Senator, but it seems certain that 
most State Righters will vote for him, in prefer- 
ence to Johnson. 

Porter is himself a wealthy oil operator and 
his fellows in that trade are putting up for him 
in a big way. Porter speakers pop up on the 
radio at all hours and Porter signs are blossom- 


ing everywhere.

aire backers, but to date there is little visible 
campaigning in his behalf. Johnson did call off 
speaking engagements outside the state last 
week with the announeement that he had a few 
nonpolitical speeches to make in Texas.

The regional football system, installed in 

Georgia prep circles at the beginning of the 

current season, has been rolling along 

: smoothly thus far and may continue to do 

so, but it will be interesting to observe happenings on the 
high school front about Nov. 27. 

Along about that time most of 
the State’s approximately 160 
football teams round out their 
regular schedules. And that’s when 
the fun should start. 

Before they crown the four 

champs in Class AA, A, B and C, 
there's a possibility that 12 or 
more playoff games will be held. 

As most folks know, there 
are four regions in each class. 

And the rules specify that a re- 

gion champion may be selected 

by. the final standings of teams, 


——— a 


vote of the members of the re 

gions and playoffs. 

Anyone acquainted with high 
school athletic directors knows 
that it will take most of the 
school money keepers about three 
seconds to choose between the 
three methods. of making cham- 
pions. 

They'll take the playoffs. 

In some regions ties are almost 
certain to result. And, of course, 
there'll have to be a game played 
to decide who represents the re 
gion. You can bet that few sec- 
tuons will decide titleholders by 
the vote method. 

So when the top team is finally 
picked in each region, the football 
Shaughnessy system gets under 
way. 

Just as an example we'll take 
Class AA. Region 1 and 2 will 
clash for cash and honors and 
Kegion 3 and 4 will do likewise. 
The winnetfs then collide for the 
right to say they are Double A 
champs of Georgia. 

To make matters more interest- 
ing, the best team in a region may 
not even get a shot at the title. 
A good illustration is Region 4. The 
by-laws state that in a region of 
less than eight teams a minimum 
of two games less than the entire 
membership must be played with 
league foes. 

Russell, Rome, North Fulton, 
Rossville and Marist make up 
Region 4. Marist. unless Rome 
can prove otherwise Friday 
night, is the best team in Re- 
gion 4. Yet, they can’t get in 
the playoffs, because they meet 
only two league opponents. And 
it’s no fault of Shorty Doyal., 
as his Cadets would like to take 
on all of ’em. 

Despite its faults, the regional 
system seems to be an improve. 
ment over the GIAA, NGIC, 
SGFA, NGFA and EGFA. But ev- 
eryone will know more about that 
after December. 

At any rate, the regions are ap- 
parently here to stay. Any system 
that allows 12 playoffs won’t be 
abolished. That is, unless someone 
shows the athletic directors a set- 
up that allows 24.

“I will offer simple human advice,” she said, “just be what I 
have always been ...a Listening Post.”
